The vacuum tank is con- 
nected by copper pipes at the top to the 
petrol tank and to the intake manifold, 
and at the bottom by a pipe to the car- 
buretter.

OBSOURE CAUSES OF IRREGUAR.

: Her 'rúnning is sometimes caused 
by petrol gas forming inthe fuel pipes, 
particularly in hot weather, and if the 
petrol’ pipe runs too close to the exhaust 
pipe, the carburetter, or to the vacuum 
tank (which has become over-heated 
owing to high tempera‘ure under the 
bonnet), In these conditions the petrol 
becomes. so, hot, that the gas forms bubbles 
which interrupt the even flow of the petrol 
to. the engine. ‘The résult is that the 
engine loses powér, misfires and sometimes 
stops owing to fuel starvation. At high 
engine ‘speed the bubbles are sucked 
through the carburetter jet instead of 
petrol, and 80 the-engine is left without 
petrol. 

The cure for these troubles will in most 
cases be found in either lágging, the ex- 
haust pipe or near the exhaust box with 
asbestos cord by changing the lay of 
the petrol. pipe, say, to. the opposite side 
of the chassis, or by fitting a Jarger pipe 
and. covering .the vacuum tank with 
asbestos sheeting. 

Another very often unsuspected cause of 
an enginé fading ‘and stopping’ every few 
minutes is a leak in the pump which takes 
in air. This creates bubbles in the car- 
buretter, preventing the flow of petrol into 
the engine. Binding the cracks with fine 
copper wire and soldering them over will

Thanks. to most efficient organisation, 
all transport difficulties were overcome 
with little loss or, delay, and after an

'“an enormous portion of the ice wall had 
collapsed. Huge masses of ice as high as 
cathedrals were still toppling to ' nction ; 
billowing clouds of snow spray were rushing 
upwards and outwards in the van of a huge 
avalanche. On the slope below was the 
party, mere black dots, strung out in @ 
straggling line. . , . The next moment the 
avalanche had swept down upon them; they 
were engulfed and blotted out like insects 
beneath a tidal wave. . . vs Suddenly came 
the realisation that the avalanche might 
sweep the camp away.” 

Providence, however, decreed otherwise, 
and eventually the whole party appeared, 
having had miraculous escapes, with the 
exception of the best porter, the faith. 
ful Chettan, whose crushed body was later 
recovered. 

Baffled, they retreated, and essayed by 
another way the exposed North Ridge, 
but the jealous god resisted all further 
onslaughts on his fastnesses. Having had 
their camp nearly swept away by a 
furious blizzard, they abandoned re- 
luctantly the attempt. Though repelled, 
they were not beaten, and turned their 
attention to other peaks. They climbed 
successfully the Great Jonsong peak, and 
from the highest summit ever ascended 
gazed over ‘‘inconceivable distances on 
mountains and glaciers unknown to man.” 

The descriptions are powerful and vivid, 
and one feels that, though they suffered 
much, ample compensation was afforded 
by scenes of beauty and majesty never 
witnessed before by man.

Gaels of Scotland often display more 
taste and judgment than their Irish 
cousins. A good example of their best 
work is to hand in this fourth issue of the 
Gaelic annual, edited by the Hon. R. 
Erskine of Marr. Editor, printer and 
publishers are to be warmly commended 
for providing in time for Christmas a rich 
Gaelic garnermg, which is truly a thing 
of beauty and ought to get its place among 
a book-lover’s most treasured volumes, 
The paper is thick and good, the page 
large, the type pleasant to the eye, and 
the margins have a proportion which Irish 
publishers might study with benefit to the 
appearance of their own work. 

In the contents a nice balance has been 
kept between prose and verse, and nine 
full-page illustrations embellish the text. 
Most oí these are good examples of con- 
temporary Scottish art. They are not 
superior to the work of some of our Irish 
artists, but it is rarely that a book in the 
Gaelic of this country has illustrations of 
the high quality or the fine reproduction 
which we find in this volume. 

Half-a-dozen essays cover a variety of 
subjects. The editor writes an interestin 
philosophical paper, and there are critica 
and appreciative contributions on Virgil, 
the present state of the Scottish Gaeltacht, 
the Celtic Congress, and a Gaelic encyclo- 
pedia. One’ of the poems was written by 
a soldier on his return from the world 
war. Readers of the Gaelic, either of 
Scotland or Ireland, could desire no more 
acceptable gift this Christmastide than 
this really beautiful volume,

the character of the contribution which 
Treland may make to the coming civilisa- 
tion. It shows some courage on the 
author’s part to have submitted his work 
to the discriminating, if sometimes de- 
vastating, genius of Mr. George Bernard 
Show; but Mr. Shaw is emphatic with 
regard to its merits. ‘‘It is,” he says, 
‘very well written in our Irish manner 
(the only classic manner still in use), and 
the critical part about the ts is ex- 

cellent, with the right quotations.’ 

The chapter on “The Genius of Ire- 
land ” is, indeed, of fascinating interest. 
Canon Townshend traces the spirit of 
Ireland, waning and dying and rising 
again into fresh life amid the social an 
ecclesiastical vicissitudes which have swept 
across the land. The student of bygone 
days will find here much to stimulate his 
interest, 

Yet modern readers will enjoy specially 
his survey of the more recent Irish renais- 
sance, its ardour of religious feeling, its 
glamour of mystery as felt in the writings 
of Katharine Tynan, or Pearse, or Lionel 
Johnson, or Dora Sigerson. ‘‘ The two 
finest and most famous of Irish poets are, 
however, those in whose works this 
spirituality shi es out with the greatest 
brilliance and power. It is to both Yeats 
and ‘ Ai’ the one dominant thought, the 
one central theme.” | 

Canon Townshend’s appreciative criticism 
of Yeats and the beauty of his lines is 
full of meaning. Almost he regrets the 
changed point of view in some of the 
later poems. “He sees no more the 
heavens opened, nor does he tell burning 
tales of dream-guided adventurers, for- 
saking all to seek the mystic home of 
beauty. He cannot now write in that 
high, happy strain. His songs no more 
thrill with faith and hope.” 

““ But,” Canon Townshend adds, “ Mr. 
Yeats has not spoken his last word. Pro- 
gress moves not in a straight line, but in 
a spiral. . . So may it be with this poet 
whom God has gifted and man has justly 
honoured. Before he lays down his pen 
he will, of a surety, see once again the 
gates of pearl cast wide, and in fuller, 
stronger tones than ever before, will, in 
his old age, sing the glories of the Land 
of the Ever Young.” 

The appreciation of Yeats and A is 
noble, and the insight of the criticism 
entitles it to attention.

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Samoa under the Sailing Gods. By N. A. Rowe.

HIS is a monumental work on the de- 
velopment of the Samoan group of 
islands, and one which ought to provide 
ample reading for those who wish to 
study the more serious aspect of South 
Sea Island life. i 

First we are presented with a picture 
of Samoa when the sailing gods made 
their entry to the island, and the gradual 
effect of ‘‘ civilisation’’ by the whites is 
dealt with in an instructive and workman- 
like manner. 

The question of dictatorship of the 
group of islands created a certain 
amount of political controversy which was 
settled eventually in 1899, when, by the 
Berlin Act, the archipelago was divided 
between America and Germany. _ The 
former secured the eastern and the latter 
the western portion of the islands. 

England, as the author points out, was 
requested several times by the natives to 
assume control, and the fact that the 
Germans governed the Samoans for so 
many years did not make them less eager 
for British control. ; 

The Germans, however, having gained 
their knowledge of administration from 
the British rule of Fiji, managed to 

overn the Samoans with uniform success 
until 1914, when New Zealand, with an 
expeditionary force under the command of 
Colonel Logan, took possession, and the 
result of the ensuing mandate over Samoa 
is best illustrated by quoting from the 
introduction by Mr. Lloyd Osbourne :— 

“The fate of Samoa really turns on the 
decision of British public opinion; if it 
should sustain the New Zealand Administra- 
tion. Samoa will sink in time to the level 
of a dreary little colony, inhabited largely 
by a bastard Chinese race. Its only salvation 
lies in the transfer of the mandate from New 
Zealand to Great Britain herself.” 

This is a serious and important work, 
full of detail and interesting facts.

Did the idea of poisoning ever occur to 
your own mind until after the inquest’ 
asked the Attorney-General.—‘‘ No, it did 
not,” replied the accused woman.

The Attorney-General produced the original 
stutement made by the defendant, and asked 
if she was so agitated’ when she made the 
statement that she did not know that any 
reference was made to poison, The woman 
replied that she was so agitated that she did 
not remembe. what she said te-the policeman. 
She knew that her husband from. time to 
time bought strychnine, but he olwers kept 
it away out of the reach of the children, 
and she did not know where it was kept. 

Where do you think the fatal dose your 
husband got this day came from?—I do not 
know where it came from. 

Questioned on the point that she did not 
break down or display any emotoin after her 
husband’s death, the defendant said: “I did 
not break down, as I had two little children 
in the house. I was grieved, indeed, surely, 
but I did not want to break down.” 

Replying to her counsel, the accused woman 
said that they had taken the same milk for 
their supper with porridge. 

The accused woman left the witness box, 
after an hour and ten minutes’ examination. 

The last witness was the little daughter of 
the defendant, Minnie Sproule, a child of 
about 94 years of age. She refuted a sugges- 
tion that her brother was sent to school on 
this morning that he might be away from 
the house. The schoolmaster told her to tell 
her mother to send her brother to. school 
again, as her father was now home from 
hospital. 

THE DEFENCE. 
Mr. W. M. Beattie, K.C., addressing the 
| jury for the defence, said that the accused 
woman was an ordinary country woman, 
struggling on a little mountain farm, to help 
her five children. Why should she commit 
this offence alleged against her? No motive 
was assigned in the evidence, This was the 
husband with whom she had run away, and 
had lived with on the most affectionate and 
loving terms. Even the letters which the 
Crown produced from the husband indicated 
that. What happened within ten days to 
turn this woman from an affectionate and 
bw f wife into a fiend? Had’ the Crown 
Satisfied them that this change took place, 
and that she did this wicked thing? What 
motive had this woman for destroying her 
husband? It was true that it was not neces- 
sary to have a motive if they were convinced 
a murder had been committed. but they 
would have to be clearly convinced of murder 
before they could dispense with motive. 
What had this woman to gain by the death 
of her husband? She had nothing to gain, 
but everything to lose. People did not 
murder for murder’s sake. There was always 
some reason. Where was it in that case? 
One could understand if the motives of greed, 
gain, or anger were suggested, but from be- 
ginning to end of the case there was no sug- 
gestion that they had been on anything but 
the most loving terms, and the very letters 


the prosecution produced proved that up to 
the hilt. 


A WIDOW. 

The result of her husband’s death was to 
leave her a widow on a debt-burdened farm, 
with five fatherless children, the eldest eleven 
and the gp two. 

Counsel suggested that the deceased man 

might have had a greater motive for com- 
mitting suicide than his wife had to get rid 
of him. If anyone wanted to shuffle off this 
mortal coil, and get rid of all his difficulties 
and troubles, surely there was enough in 
William Sproule’s life, if he was a weak- 
minded man—and they could not tell whether 
he was or not—to abe him say in a moment 
of desperation: ‘‘I will yet rid of it all.” 
Was not that a more probable and possible 
thing to suggest? He had a motive: maimed 
and helpless and in debi he came back to 
work on the farm, and the more he tried to 
work the more helpless he found himself. If 
they acted adversely to Mrs. Sproule it must 
be entirely on the evidence of Thomas Hamil- 
ton. They saw him in the witness-box. Did 
they think he was a man upon whom they 
could rely conclusively upon a matter of 
ordinary importance, much less a matter of 
vital importance? He asked them to discount 
the evidence of Hamilton as unreliable and 
inaccurate. 
The whole story told by the accused woman 
of the tragedy was a reasonable and fair 
story, and one that the jury could accept, 
and it had not been shaken by the keen cross- 
examination of the Attorney-General. 


“DOUBT AND DIFFICULTY.” 
This whole case, said counsel, was teeming 
with doubt and difficulty, and if the jury was 
not satisfied upon the doubt on probability 
that the man committed suicide they must 
give a verdict of acquittal. 

Mr. William Lowry, K.C., closed the case 
for the prosecution. He said that suicide had 
been hinted at, but if every farmer in Northern 
Ireland who had a mortgage or cwed money 
were to commit suieide they would require a 
coroner in every parish. 
Mr. Justice Brown, charging the jury, said 
that the onus was on the Crown to prove 
their case. It was not necessary that they 
should bring someone who saw her hand the 
poison to her husband, but they must satisfy 
the jury with evidence that pointed clear! 
to the guilt of the prisoner. Dealing with 
the question of motive, he said, that if they 
were satisfied, apart from the question of 
motive, that the prisoner administered the 
to her husband, they would not worry 
about what her motive might have been. No 
motive could be adequate for a woman to 
take her husband’s life, no matter how great 
it might seem to her. 
The judge reviewed the evidence in detail, 
and said that it was beyond doubt, and not 
ted, that W Sproule died from

In referring to the possibility of a 
deficit on Tuesday night, the Rev. T. M.

Notwithstanding the widespread poverty 
and distress in the province, there are 
2,900 public-houses and 73 licensed clubs 
in the Six Counties, the amount spent in 
alcoholic liquors being £4,000,000 per 
annum. A few years ago it was about a 
third more. 


REVIVING THE PAST. 


At a meeting of the: Belfast Natural 
History and Philosophical Society this 
week an interesting suggestion was made 
by Colonel Berry, M.R.I.A., of Newcastle, 
County Down: In the course of an 
appreciation of a lecture given by Mr. 
Arthur Deane, Curator. of Belfast 
Museum, which dealt with ancient 
domestic metalwork, Colonel Berry said 
that in Ulster they ought to have places 
like Carrickfergus Castle furnished with 
these articles of past centuries, so that 
people could see an’ actual representation’ 
of homes as they then existed. 

“ We have,” he pointed out, ‘ ruined 
churches of the period when Ireland was 
an Isle of Saints,” and he went on to say 
that those old buildings should also be 
equipped in a similar manner with 
examples of old-time craftsmanship, con- 
verting them from ruins of stone and 
rubble into places of attraction for every- 
one. In support of his*contention, Colonel 
Berry mentioned that such transforma- 
tions had been effected in Scandinavia, 
Poland, Rumania and Holland, while 
England had her Anne MHathaway’s 
Cottage. Ulster, he added, had only got 
Myr. Biggar’s Castle at Ardglass, and he 
thought that they ought to have many 
old cottages illustrating the crafts of long 
ago. The Northern Government has done 
much for the restoration and preservation 
of ““ancient monuments.’’ 


A FREE STATE LEAD. 


. Instructive comparisons were drawn at a 
meeting of the Antrim County’ Council a 
couple of days ago between the amounts 
contributed by public bodies in Ulster and 
the Free State to their respective tourist 
development associations. A deputation 
from the Six County organisation ‘came 
before the Council to support an applica- 
tion for publicity work, and suggested that 
the annual grant should be increased from 
£10 to £100, the Down County Council hav- 
ing promised to do the same. It appears, 
furthermore. that Tyrone gives £30, and 
Armagh hands over £50 a year. 

A member of the deputation said that 
their friends on the Southern side of the 
border realised the importance of encourag- 
ing tourist traffic, the Donegal County 
‘‘ouncil giving £628 every year to the Free 
State Tourist Development Fund, while 
Dublin County Council contributes £950, 
Cavan £100, Monaghan £75, Cork Corpora- 
tion £1,125, and Cork County Council 
£500. The members of the Council were 
much impresed by these figures, and 
Colonel Patrick, D.L., who presided, said 
that the deputation had made out a 
very good case. Finally, it was decided to 
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declared Mr. Harvey, was really with the 
manufacthrers.

The deputation from the linen trade to 
the United States and Canada last year 
also discovered that unless the customs 
and tastes of the general community were 
studied and made the principal considera- 
tion in manufacture, thcze could be no 
improvement in business; and an effort 
has been made to present goods in a more 
attractive form through the standardisa- 
tion of quality and prices. According to 
expert opinion, however, much more still 
requires to be done. ‘Tle statement was 
made by Mr. Harvey that ' most of our 
designs were made twenty or thirty years 
ago, and yet they are designed for sale to 
people who are artistically educated.” 


QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY. 


The suggestions made recently that 
the Queen’s University of Belfast should 
receive more liberal support from public 
bodies are already bearing pleasant fruit. 
Last year the City Council gave the 
institution the proceeds of a farthing rate 
in the £, which realised about £1,750, ‘but 
this is to be substantially increased. It 
will be recalled that: Dr. Livingstone, Vice- 
Chancellor of the University, recently 
made an appea] for more generous recog- 
nition, and the Ulster Minister of 
Finance said that the Government would 
gladly increase its grants if it were in a 
position to do so. Since Dr. Livingstone 
came to Belfast a few years ago he has 
always endeavoured to promote the most 
cordial] relationships between ‘‘ town and 
gown,” and in a very large measure he 
has succeeded in doing so. His great 
dream, however, is to have residential 
buildings attached to the university and 
to bring it into line with the English 
universities and Trinity College, Dublin. 

The action of the Finance Committee of 
the Corporation in increasing the ity 
grant to a penny rate should, therefore, 
meet with genera] approval. This will 
mean roughly a sum of £7;000, and it is 
proposed to give that amount, less £2,400 
which would have to be paid to the 
Corporation if the university were rated. 
Of course this arrangement will have to 
be ratified by the full Council, but opposi- 
tion is not anticipated. 


The Giant’s Causeway is probably the 
greatest natural attraction in Ireland, 
and thousands of people from all over the 
world visit it annually during the tourist 
season. The approach to it is not, how- 
ever, very easy, particularly for motor 
cars, and an effort is being made to im- 
prove the roadway from Kane’s Royal 
Hotel, in the vicinity, to the Causeway 
gates. The Portrush Urban District 
Council is moving in the matter, and it is 
hoped that a proper motoring road will be 
provided. 

It is pointed out that the Northern 
Ministry of Labour would probably give 
a grant towards such a scheme out of the 
Unemployment Fund, while work would 
be given to a substantial number of men.

Stz,—-Many Jetters and communications on 
hospital sweepstakes have appeared in the 
public Press, but one aspect has been 
apparently overlooked. lí the Christian 
Churches and Christians in general had done 
their duty in the past, this method of raising 
money for hospitals would not have been 
necessary. Further, are the hands of all those 
who write on this subject clean? Do we bet 
on the Stock Exchange? Do we buy ‘goods 
of which we never intend to take delivery, 
but take or give the difference in the market 
value of them at a later date? Are we con- 
demning in others what in another way we 
do ourselves? This is just the same betting 
and gambling as putting a half-crown on a 
horse or taking part in a sweepstake, except 
that in the latter case the amount hazarded 
is limited and in the former unlimited. In. 
vestment of capital is a different thing, which 
is as necessary to carry on a business or 
industry as is the labour therein employed ; 
but speculation—even buying goods, stock or 
other things, with the exvectation of an 
advance in price and of selling them with a 
profit owing to such advance—is simply back. 
ing our opinion and is betting or gambling 
under another name. 
it is deplorable that it should be necessary 
to raise money in this way for hospitals, and, 
if those people who object to the method are 
sincere, funds will be forthcoming to maintam 
the ten hospitals that do not at present 
benefit by the sweepstakes. ‘It must needs 
be that offences come; but woe to him 
through whom they come.” In this case the 
offence is the hospital sweepstakes caused by 
the sin of omission on the part of those 
whose conscience may accuse them.—Yours, 
eic., T. Jzssop Davis.

MOTOR CYCLE RACING, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Considerable publicity has been 
given in the Irish Press to the statement 
made at the dinner of a Northern motor cycle 
club on Saturday last to the effect that motor 
cycle racing is now a business, and that the 
riders are in the sport for all they can get 
out of it. This serious reflection upon Irish 
racing motor cyclists has caused considerable 
indignation, and many of the most prominent 
riders in the country have asked the Irish 
Motor Racing Club to dissociate them from 
the sentiments expressed at Londonderry. 
It must be obvious to anyone who has made 
a study of the subject that the cash prizes 
offered for any of the Irish races are too 
small to recompense a motor cyclist for the 
expense incurred by entering and preparing 
a machine for such an event. There were 
545 starters in Irish road races this year, 
and, as the cash prizes in the aggregate could 
scarcely. have numbered ;more than forty, 
many of those who were in the sport because 
it is “a business ' must have been sadly 
disappointed. 

Irish motor cyclists race because of their 
love of the sport, and the matter of the 
prize or its value is a very sceondary con- 
sideration with them. It can safely be said 
that, even were there no cash prizes, they 
would enter for events just the same as they 
do to-day. It is almost impossible to make 
money out of motor cycle racing in Ireland, 
and it would be a bad day for the sport 
when it attracted riders only because of the 
financial inducements offered.—Yours, etc.,

Noisome Fogs in Ireland. 


The’ recent comments on the strange 
fog in the Meuse Valley have inspired a 
contributor to remind me that Ireland 
has been remarkably free from misfor- 
tunes of that kind. While our ancient 
annalists, who covered a period of nearly 
two thousand years, delighted in record- 
ing strange and wonderful phenomena, 
they are silent. about fogs. Perhaps, 
the only reference bearing on this sub- 
ject. is to be found in Colgan’s Acta 
Sanctorum. where he chronicles under 
the year 561: ‘‘A poisoned pool. made 
its appearance in that region (Meath) 
through a chasm of the earth, and a 
vapour proceeded from it which pro- 
duced a fata] disease in man and beasts 
of burden.’’ Coming down to later years, 
it is recorded in Philosophical Transac- 
tions that in-the spring and summer of 
1695 there were “ many stinkine fogs in 
Limerick and Tipperary. . . . There fell 
in several places a kind of thick dew like 
butter, soft. clammy. and of a dark 
yellow colour. . . . This substance some- 
times styled ‘ meteoric butter,’ is believed 
to be a fungus, and grows with enormous 
rapidity.’’ In August, 1846. just before 
the great potato: blight. it was re- 
marked that a dense cloud resembling 2 
thick fog overspread a great part of 
Treland ; it differed from an ordinary fog 
in beine quite dry, and having a disagree 
able . odour. 


A Substantial Breakfast. 


Present-day public functions make a 
poor showing when contrasted with what 
was considered normal in the “good old 
davs.” Tn an old Dublin ‘‘ Remembrancer,”’ 
published in 1775 by William Watson. 
amongst several interesting local items of 
news- appears a detailed account of a 
breakfast given to the friénds of the 
Marquis of Kildare towards the end of 
1767 at the Rotunda. The record of the 
proceedings and the notabilities present 
pales before the detailed statement of the 
delicacies provided for consumption. 
‘According to the reporter, these consisted 
of 100 rounds of beef, 100 neats’ tongues. 
100 sheeps’ tongues. 100 baked pies, 100 
sirloins of beef. 100 geese roasted, 100 
turkeys roasted. 100 wild fowl, 100 
ducks roasted, 100 pullets roasted. 1.000 
French loaves, 2,000 large prints of butter, 
one hundredweight of Gloucester cheese, 
tea. coffee, chocolate, 2,000 saffron cakes, 


4.000 plain cakes, 50 hams. 2,500 bottles 


of wine, and a most svlendid vyramid of 
sweetmeats in the middle of the dessert: 
likewise a great number of stands of jelly 
and a curious fountain playing. Truly. 
the ‘‘no breakfast plan’’ must have had 
few adherents. 


Squash Racquets. 


I hear that squash racquets is becoming 
a popular pastime in Dublin this winter, 
especially amongst busy men who cannot 
afford the time for golf, and find that 
half-an-hour at squash gives them all the 
exercise that they need. Fitzwilliam Club 
is transforming its wooden walls and floor 
into concrete ones; for the harder and 
faster the surfaces the better the game is. 
Squash originated almost accidentally at 
Harrow, where the boys were in the habit 
of playing in a corner of the school-yard 
against a wall on which were tuttresses, 
water-pipes and irregular angles, and they 
developed remarkable skill in taking ad- 
vantage of the difficulties. The game is 
now a favourite one with Royalty, and 
gives at any season of the vear or time of 
day abundance of cheap, brisk and ex- 
citing exercise.

While travelling in a "bus from the city 
to Dundrum one afternoon recently (writes 


a correspondent), I noticed that, while 


Dublin was steeped in a dense fog, the air 
became quite clear approaching Milltown. 
When I walked up the hill at the back of 
Dundrum the sun had almost declined to 
the horizon, and the whole western sky was 
banked up with tier on tier of golden- 
tinted clouds reaching almost to the zenith. 
In the north it was nearly impossible to 
distinguish the sky from the sea, wherein 
Lambay and Howth were suspended in a 
faint mauve light. . Over the Three Rock 
Mountain a large cumulus cloud took on a 
delicate shade of pink, and even the blue 
sky above Killiney became suffused with 
rosy reflections. ' The woods in the fore- 
ground seemed brighter, also; for it is re- 
markable how trees in winter lose their 
ruined aspect. when they are seen framed 
against the western sky at sunset. Near 
Dundrum there is a fine avenue of poplars, 
planted well apart; as these stately. trees 
should be, so that they seemed like tall 
spears raised in salutation to the dying sun. 
The whole scene was so impressive that I 
wished the fashion set by Napoleon I. of 
planting poplar trees along the highways 
had been more widely adopted ; for their 
graceful and symmetrical’ forms lend 
dignity to the most indifferent landscape.

Shakespeare and Opera. 


The recent concurrent performances of 
“The Merchant of Venice” and grand 
opera at the Gate and Olympia Theatres, 


i respectively, have inspired a correspondent 


to tell me something of the great part 
Shakespeare has played in connection with 
grand opera. I learn that of the thirty- 
nine plays that he wrote all but eight 
have served as the theme of countless 
operatic works. There were no less than 
thirteen different versions of “ The 
Tempest ” and at least ten of “ Romeo 
and Juliet”; and, besides the few 
notable operas that are remembered to- 
day, there were scores all now happily 
resting in oblivion. Among famous com- 
posers were Verdi, Rossini, Bellini’ and 
the great Wagner. Verdi's “ Falstaff ” is 
said to be the greatest musical comedy in 
the grand manner since ‘‘The Meistor- 
singer ” of Wagner. 


Sailing Ships. 


The recent arrival from Australia of the 
‘“ Herzogin Cecilie ’’ at Queenstown calls 
attention to the largest fleet of sailing 
ships in the world, of which she is one. 


Owned by Gustave Erikson, these twenty® 


ships sail the Seven Seas as cargo-carriers, 
often journeying half-way across the 
world in ballast in the hope of getting 
cargoes, which, however, are becoming in- 
creasingly difficult to secure. Though it 
means a constant struggle to keep his 
ships profitably on the move, he is hope- 
ful for the future. and refuses obstinately 
to change to steam. Owing to excessively 
high insurance rates on this tape of ship, 
he carries the entire risk himself, and, 
with the exception of his first ship, has 
never had a loss, nor has he ever failed 
to deliver a cargo. When they put in at 
the home port in the Aland Islands every 
detail is personally superintended by their 
owner, from the state of the canvas to the 
condition of the stew. 

Erikson, who is fifty-eight, has been 
cabin-boy, steward, ordinary seaman, 
cook, mate, bo’sun, master and, since 1913, 
owner. As a result of many requests. he 
is thinking of fitting out two of his best 
ships to accommodate about twelve 
passengers. Indeed, he might find it far 
more profitable to concentrate exclusively 
on the passenger traffic. since there must 
be a large number of tourists for whom 
the usual ocean travel has lost its thrill. 
who would jump at the chance of sailing 
across the world in an old-fashioned 
sailing ship, minus all the _ incon- 
veniences of modern luxury liners. 


Dublin Shoeblacks. 


Commenting on the absence of shoe- 
blacks in Dublin, an American visitor 
informed me that in America shoe-shining 
is a regular industry, and that concessions 
for stands in strategic spots fetch large 
prices. At one time shoeblacks were 
numerous in Dublin, reaching their peak 
of prosperity around the end of the 
eighteenth century. It is recorded that. 
although their costume was squalid and 
their language forceful, they excelled in 
workmanship. They had no stand or 
other contrivance, the customer simply 
placing his muddy boot in the shoeblack’s 
lap. The coming of Day and Martin’s 
was the initial blow to their trade, and 
the subsequent popularity and. cheapness 
of the public vehicles added the death- 
blow. According to the records, the last 
shoeblack of the period to have a regular 
place of business disappeared in 1817 from 
the corner of Essex street and Crampton 
Court.

After the chóir and clergy had returned 
to their places the Archbishop delivered an 
address, in “which he said ‘that it was very 
fitting that the ‘two memorials, of brass and 
stone, should..stand face to face with each 
other: down the: years. ' The two men who 
were thus commemorated: were intimately 
acquainted. with each other, and had died’ 
within two months of éach other in. 1927. 
The life of .ofe. was connected- with the 
spiritual interests of the Cathedral;.that of 
the other*-was concentrated: on the preserva- 
tion and. completion of its material and 
external form. . 

Continuing, the Archbishop said that Dr. 

Bernard had been made Treasurer. of St. 
Patrick's in 1897 and Dean in 1902. In fol- 
lowing Henry” Jellett; he — succeeded 
one who had already done’. much 
in the devotional life of the Cathedral. Tradi- 
tions had gathered round St. Patrick's in 
the course of generations, some of which did 
no make for reverence: Dr. Bernard was 
insistent on, the- importance of making St. 
Patrick’s a centre of religious teaching, and 
as a religious: force he probably did his 
reatest work when he was at once Arch- 
ishop King’s Professor, and Dean of St. 
Patrick's; his reputation, indeed, travelled 
far beyond the bounds of Ireland. 

“I am glad to hear from his biographer,” 
said Dr. Gregg, “that Dr. Bernard’s life may 
be expected at an early date.” 

A GREAT BENEFACTOR. 

“ The Earl of Iveagh, whom we also com- 
memorate to-day, was associated with St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral for over half a century, 
having been a member of the Board for fifty- 
five years. The first record of his muni- 
ficence, so far as I can find, was in 1877. -As 
Edward Cecil Guinness he then gave £2,500 
to the Stipend Fund, and from then until 
1927 his watchful concern for the fabric of 
the Cathedral had never lessened.” 

Dr. Gregg went on to say that in 1893 
their benefactor had given the peal of ten 
bells, and in 1909, when the roof of the 
Cathedral’ was in danger, he provided the 
means for its reconstruction. Before that, he 
had erected the stone roof over the choir, 
built the organ chamber and nrovided the 
organ itself at the cost of £5,000, and since 
then had: provided for. virtually all the 
restoration, repair and renewal of the 
Cathedral fabric and interior fittings. More- 
over, he had by his will arranged that the 
poorer clergy of the Church of Ireland were 
to benefit by the interest on a sum of £60,000, 
while St. Patrick’s Cathedral was to enjoy the 


interest on a larger sum for the purposes of | 


the choir and fabric maintenance. 
““And now,” concluded the Archbishop, 


“é my task is done. No words will bring back 


to us a sonality which is gone from 
us.‘ Mach has been said about }), 
Bernard since his death, but the greatest, 
thing in him cannot be spoken, and that was 
himself. We who knew him were conscio,: 
of his ascendancy; in whatever company he 
stood his presence involuntarily asserto, 
itself. And so it is with Lord Iveagh. I have 
recorded some of the things that he did fo. 
the Cathedral: sufficient for me to say now

THE MEMORIALS.

“A man of energy, eloquence and 
authority, learned and skilled in the eXxpost- 
tion of the Scriptures; pre-eminently a leader. 
a beloved master of students in divinity. in 
his —— a true Father in God, he was 
by general consent a rich ornament and light 
of the Church of Ireland.’’ s 

The memorial to the late Earl of Iveagh is 
inscribed :— -

Edward Cecil Guinness, First Earl of Iveagh. 
K.P.; born 1847, died 1927. A man beloved 
and honoured by all for his graciousness and 
simple piety.

AIL Eireann yesterday adjourned for, 
D the Christmas recess, and will not re- 

assemble until February 18th. The 
debate on the second reading of the 
Public Health (Special Expenses) 
Bill was postponed until after the 
recess because the Opposition wanted 
to study the measure. The leader of 
the Labour Party protested against 
the postponement on the ground that 
it would hold up relief schemes 
throughout the country. 


On the motion for the adjournment Mr. 
de Valera said that it was not his 
party whe were holding up relief 
work, but the Government. who did 
not give them time to study the bills 
flung at them just before the adjourn- 
ment. 

Tresident Cosgrave said that there were 
only two .simple clauses in the bill, 
which had been posted to the deputies 
on the previous day, and any school- 
bov of fourteen could master them in 
a quarter of an hour. 

Fianna Fail and Labour opposed the ad- 
journment, but the motion was carried 
by 75 votes to 56. 

Immediately before the motion for the 
adjournment, President Cosgrave made 
a statement regarding the appoint- 
ment of a librarian for County Mayo, 
and described the manner in which

. Thomas Finlay, K.C., the successful

The Education (Provision of Meals) 
(Amendment) Bill, 1930, passed 
through its second and all remaining 
stages. This is a private: member’s 
bill, but it was announced that in 
order to enable it to pass through the 
Senate before Christmas it would be 
adopted as a Government measure.

VOCATIONAL EDUCATION 
ACT SEQUEL, 

In moving a supplementary estimate of 
£1.600 for technical education, 

Professor O’SULLIVAN,: Minister for Edu- 
cation, said that this estimate was necessary 
in view of the passage of the Vocational Edu- 
cation Act. The money was required for the 
training ef special teachers—twenty in wood- 
work and building construction, sixteen in 
metal work and motor car engineering, and 
twenty in domestic economy. The three 

urses would cost £8.090, roughly £1,800 of 
xhich would be taken before the end of the 
present financial year. If suitable candidates 
were available a certain number of places an 
the particular classes would be reserved for 
those with a eompetent knowledge of Irish. 

Vr. FAHY (F.F.. Galway) said that it 
was a pity that the training of. these teachers. | 
had not-been begun a vear easier. He wanted 
to know’ when the Minister’ was going. to 
redeem his promise’ of pound-for-pound for 


school building. 

Mr. GOOD (Ind., Dublin Co.) said that 
it would be helpful if the Minister for Educa- 
tion would at this stage outline his policy in 
regard to veeational education. Special 
teachers were not necessary for continuation 
schools, and he would like to know when the 
Minister proposed to put that particular por- 
tion of the scheme into operation. 

CULTURAL EDUCATION. 

Mr. OCONNELL (Labour, Mayo, S.) said 
that during the debate on the Vocational 
Education Bill the main idea was that there 


should be no specialisation for pupils between 
the ages of fourteen and sixteen, and that 
the education should be of a continuation 
nature. In a memorandum issued by the 
Department to the various committees it was 
indicated that the education should be de- 
finitely of a technical nature, and that the 
type of education given in the primary and 
secondary schools would be tabooed. 

That, he thought, was not the intention 
of the present Act. It was never taken 
that general education of a cultural kind 
should be excluded, or even pushed into a 
secondary place under the scheme of voca- 
tional education. 

Mr. CORISH ({Lab., Wexford). suggested 
the desirability of taking a tradesman in 
to help in the technical side in engineering 
schools in which there was already. an e®ngt- 
neering instructor. In Wexford, where there 
were a great number of engine»ring students, 
they found the difficulty was that the 
principal had to leave the first-vear class 
when teaching the second-year class, and 
the result was that there was horseplay in 
the workshop when he was away. He asked

TRADESMEN AS TEACHERS. 
Professor O’SULLIVAN said that if 
Deputy Corish would frit a particular case 
before him, there would be no delay in 
dealing with the matter. As to tradesmen, 
it might be not merely cheaper to get trades- 
men to teach a technical subject, but it 
might be better. What they were doing in 
a great many cases was to take men who 
were tradesmen and train them to teach. 
Pupils would be more attentive to the teach-

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It was not intended that instruction in the’ 
vocational schools! sho be limited to 
manual instruction, - amount of manual 
instruction would be limited, as he had 
previously pointed out; and there would be 
other subjects which always would be taught 
with a practical bias.  .

REPUBLICANS AND SEA 
SUPREMACY, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, moved that. the Dail-approve of the 
International Treaty on. the reduction of 
Naval Armament, signed at London on 22nd 
April, 1930: (a copy ef which was laid on the 
Table of the House, on órd: December, 1930, 
and recommend the Executive Council to take 
the necessary steps to ratify the same Treaty. 

He said that the Free State was .very 
pleased to receive the invitation to attend the 
Conference, ‘although they were not imme- 
diately interested. They felt that not to 
attend a Conference of. that kind would -be 
flaunting indifference’ in: the. face of the 
United States in a matter which vitally con- 
cerned that country, : 
nation they. were deeply interested in .the 
preservation of peace. 

“Mr. O’KELLY (F.F., Dublin, N.) said that 
his party was. in favour of..any. movement 
that ‘would help forward international peace 
or the limitation of armaments, They would 
be glad if a great deal more could be done to 
limit the sphere of militaristic activity. . He 
hoped that it was not‘merely to’ balster up the 
title of the King ef England to:any power, 
constitutionally or otherwise, over the Free 
State that the Government consented. to act 
in the Conference. As the Minister was so 
deeply immersed in Imperial matters lately 
he (Mr. O’Kelly) would like to. know what 
the Minister’s reactions were to the sutrges- 
tions that as. a .-result of “- this 
pact the domination of the sea would pass 
from Great Britain ‘to ‘America. He (Mr. 
O'Kelly) would not hesitate to say that, so 
far as Ireland was concerned, it had nothing 
to fear from the passing of such domination 
to America, . because America had always 
been more a friend of this country. than an 
enemy. 

HOLDING UP THE PACT. 

Mr. ESMONDE (Government, Wexford) 
said that it was made clear after the 1926 
Conference that the title of the King ex- 
pressed purely a: geographical entity—there 
was no such person as the King of England.

Mr. Churchill’s Warning. 


Mr. Winston Churchill, in his speech 
on Indian affairs yesterday, may have 
exceeded here and there the bounds of 
prudence ; but there can be no doubt that 
such words from some prominent person 
were needed, His audience was a gather- 
ing of business men, brought together in 
the Cannon street Hotel under the 
auspices of the Indian Empire Society. 
It was commerce, in the person of John 
Company, which brought the British flag 
to Hindustan ; it has been commerce which 
has provided the sinews of the Raj from 
the fall of the Moguls to the present day, 
and has caused famines to become as rare 
in India as once they were frequent; and 
it is commerce which is paying now for 
the weakness of a British Government. 
Mr. Churchill, recognising that he was in 
a sympathetic atmosphere, availed him- 
self of his opportunity to the full. His 
purpose was to draw attention “ to the 
altogether unwarrantable change in the 
estimation of the facts and factors of the 
Indian problem” which has marked the 
last twelve months, and, so far as his 
audience was concerned, he was entirely 
successful. In his opinion, the chief 
danger threatening England’s Indian 
Empire lies in this insidious change of 
outlook. Already. people who, only 
a year ago, looked with horror upon 
any theory that India should be allowed 
to govern herself would be shocked: by 
no settlement that preserved a nominal 
link with the British Crown. 

“I invite the British nation,” said 
Mr. Churchill “to realise their own un- 
doubted power of giving wise and good 
government to India. That power is over- 
whelming until it is cast away.’’ Unfor- 
tunately, as he was careful to point out, 
there is much evidence at present that this 
Even the 
so-called moderates at the Round Table 
Conference are tending steadily in the 
direction of extremism, and already 
demand a virtual independence for British 
India. Yet these people, even if their 
wishes were met, are in no position to 
speak for the All-India Congress Com- 
mittee, which is the source of all present 
lawlessness. The Princes also are show- 
ing an apparent desire for dominion status 
in India which accords ill with their. 
history and their own interests. The ex-

It is 
right that such things shall be a State 
concern—particularly: in Ireland, where 
memories die hard and the influence of 
the past is often in sore conflict with the 
exigencies of the present.. Where history, 
for good or ill, means so much, it is of the 
highest importance that our view of the 
‘past shall not be distorted, but. shall be 
true. Historical writings may lie, but a 
building, a monument, even a ditch, can 
withhold no secrets from the trained eye 
of archeology; and an image turned up 
in some historic spot may shatter or con- 
firm our island’s tradition of sanctity and 
scholarship. This is but one use of ancient 
monuments, but there are many others. 
Their greatest value, perhaps, is that they 
act as concentration centres for the 
“atmosphere '” that. distinguishes one 
nation from another. Our sophisticated 
age jeers at the round towers, but the 
round towers, whatever their function was, 
have a value for Ireland, South and North, 
more potent than all assertions and dis- 
claimers of nationality ; and when they 
‘have fallen into decay the country will 
have slipped further into the. morass of 
“‘ standardisation.”” Good laws can do 
much to protect monuments from destruc- 
tion, but; public: solicitude can do even 
more. Hitherto the public has failed in 
its duty. To outward view Ireland has 
revived interest. in her monuments during 


human ways that monuments generally 
suffer from such recrudescences of public 
interest, The amateur archeologist, the 
souvenir-hunter: and the sentimentalist 
mean well, but monuments suffer by their 
depredations.. Worse still, is the fate of 
those evidences of the past which are 
allowed to moulder in neglect. A letter 
in our columns has called attention to 
the neglect that is destroying the ancient 
abbey of Erren, one of the most famous of 
Ireland’s ecclesiastical foundations. Here 
is a case—and a hundred similar instances 
could be cited—in which local authority 
and pride have proved ineffective. We 
hope that the two Irish Governments wil] 
take action before it is too late. 


Makers of History. 


Is it made by men or by blind processes 
which men cannot control? Sir Charles 
Oman, M.P., is a convinced supporter of 
the individualist view. Speaking in 
London, on Wednesday, he rejected the 
school which attributes all things to evolu- 
tion and determination. Often the forces 
of nature have affected history, as when 
storms wrecked the Armada. Even more 
numerous, Sir Charles Oman insisted, are 
the cases where the disturbing element has 
been human—the appearance of a per- 
sonality whose character and actions have 
changed the course of events for genera- 
tions, and in some instances for many 
centuries. As incalculable personalities he 
cited Alexander the Great, Mahomet and 
Napoleon. Even with a complete know- 
ledge of the conditions into which these 
men were born nobody could have foreseen 
their careers; for their outstanding genius 
moulded history. Can we doubt that a 
twentieth century Alexander or Napoleon 
would have influenced enormously the 
eonduct, duration and result of the Great 
War? Sir Charles Oman says, therefore, 
that “easy generalities about the inevit- 
able process of events and the natural 
evolution of the history of mankind are 
dangerous and deceiving in the highest 
degree.”

During the past two days there have 
been important events in the India 
Round Table Conference. Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald not only acts as President, but 
has become a conciliator in a series oj 
discussions on the very difficult problem 
that attends a settlement of the Hindu- 
Moslem communal differences in regard to 
legislative representation. Assisted in hs 
task by the Attorney-General and the 
Secretary of India, he is taking full ad 
vantage of a period when there are no 
meetings of the sub-committees of the 
Conference to give help to the two parties, 
This function he was invited to discharge 
by both the Hindu and the Moslem 
sections; for, while negotiations between 
these two parties had been proceediny 
ever.since the Conference began, they had 
made little progress, and threatened to le 
a real hindrance to the Conference's 
ultimate success. In addition, the Prime 
Minister spends a great dea] of time in 
discussion with other delegates to the 
Conference. 


Marine Insurance. 


London re-insurance underwriters rightly 
consider themselves fortunate that the fire 
in the old Canadian Pacific liner, Empress 
of Scotland, did not occur a few weeks 
ago. Until then the liner had been moored 
off Southend, and was insured by the 
owners for a sum in the neighbourhood of 
£500,000. When the vessel left the 
Thames and arrived in the Tyne for 
demolition, its value for re-insurance pur- 
poses was reduced to a sum just below 
£50,000, so that the marine insurance 
market las been spared an expenditure of 
no less than £450,000. A little uncertainty 
exists in regard to certain re-insurance 
policies providing against the total loss 
of any vessel of, or exceeding, 20,000 tons. 
The question is whether the Empress of 
Scotland was -covered by re-insurances 
after its arrival at the shipbreakers, but 
this point is purely for the underwriters 
themselves, and is expected to be adjusted 
satisfactorily within the next few days. 


Potatoes. 


According to the latest report of the 
Ministry of Agriculture on the potato crop 
in Great Britain, the yield per acre 1s 
estimated at 6.5 tons, against 6.9 tons in 
1929 and the ten years’ average of 6.2 tons. 
With a smaller acreage and a lower yield 
per acre as compared with last year, the 
total production is estimated at 2,741,000 
tons—a reduction of 847,000 tons com- 
|pared with last year’s crop. The report 
contains no reference to the quality of the 
crop, but advices from the. principal 
potato-growing districts are more en- 
couraging. At one time fears wefe enter- 
tained in regard to the keeping qualities, 
but potatoes raised during the past few 
weeks show an improvement in this 
respect. 


Unstamped Envelopes. 


A suggestion has been made here that 
the Post Office shall imstitute in this 
country what is known im the United 
States as the “ business reply envelope. ° 
Many people who make business appeals 
through the post frequently insert a 
printed addressed envelope for a reply — 
sometimes stamped, although stamping 
involves a certain amount of loss, since 
many never are returned. The business 
reply envelope is distinguished by special 
marking, and may be returned without a 
stamp. The postage is collected subse- 
quently from the addressee, while a smal! 
additional charge is made by the Post 
Office for the work incurred. Efforts wil! 
be made to ascertain if the scheme will be 
welcome here.

We are free for 
the time being to retrace our steps, to 
retire in order to advance again. So long 
as the continuous purpose is sincerely and 
unswervingly pursued Parliament has 
entire discretion. 

‘It is evident that our first efforts to 
create an all-Indian Constitution have 
been ill-conceived. It may well be that 
our duty and our course now lie in 
curtailing the function of an all-India 
body and in building up in each province 
more real, more intimate, more represen- 
tative organisms of self-government. It 
inay well be that these organisms, when 
developed and established, will form a 
surer foundation for an all-India Govern- 
ment than the present crude and unduly 
westernised conception. : 

A GRAVE DANGER. 

‘“ But here I must draw attention to a 
very grave danger. The Indian gentle- 
men and notabilities who: are attending 
the Round Table Conference are in no way 
representative of the real forces which 
challenge British rule in India. It is true 
that, drifting with the tide, many of them 
have become the mouthpiece of extreme 
demands, but they have no power to 
pledge the Indian Congress Party to 
Sincere acceptance of any agreement that 
may be outlined. The danger is that in 
an unwise endeavour to.reach an agree- 
ment here in London the Socialist Govern- 
ment will commit itself to concessions and 
extensions of self-government which will 
weaken our hands in the future without 
in any way procuring the assent of the 
ruthless forces of sedition and outrage. 
The truth is that Gandhi-i-~: and all it 
stands for will sooner or later have to 
be grappled with and finally crushed. 

DANGER TO THE EMPIRE.

l. Longford. He was curate of 
Zion Church; Rathgar, “Dublin; from 1889 
to 1894, and was incumbent: of St. 
Catherine’s Parish, Dublin, from 1894 to 
1909. In the latter year he was appointed 
rector of St. George’s Parish, and was 
chaplain: of Mountjoy Prison... He “also 
became a member of the committee of the 
Drumcondra Hospital, to the chairman- 
ship of which he was elected on the death 
of Dr. E: McDowel Cosgrave, and he was 
deeply. interested in the affairs of the 
institution. 

In October, 1925, Canon Gréer was 
appointed Rector of Holy. Trinity, 
Killiney, Co, Dublin, in succession to the 
Rev. Canon Stoney, who retired. An 
organiser of great ability, the Rev. Canon 
Greer performed a large amount of im- 


portant work in the various parishes. in. 


which he laboured, When he was-in charge 
of St. Catherine’s ‘several -new~ buildings 


were erected, and what is virtually a new. 
parish was organised. and developed in. the. 


neighbourhood of the South Circular. road. 
St. Victor’s Church and the new rectory, 
St. Catherine’s new schools and teachers’ 
residence, are a lasting monument to his 
organising activity. It was during his 
ministry that branches of the Boys’ 


Brigade, the Girls’ Brigade and other’ 


organisations were founded: in St. 
Catherine’s Parish, an1 parochial in- 
stitutions, including the alms-house and 
the orphanage, were repaired and im- 
proved.

The old. churches, known as 
St. Augustine’s and the Free Church, 
which were 1n danger of being closed, were 
through: Canon Greer’s ‘instru- 
mentality, to the parish organisation, and 
now the Parish of St. George comprises 
four churches, and has a population of 
about five thousand Church people. In 
1923 the anonry in Christ Church

Canon Jennings, was conferred on the

Canon Greer,. who was a highly-esteemed 
member of the Masonic Order, was an 
able preacher and a zealous worker in 
every department of Church ‘life, and: his 
death is a serious loss to the Diocese of 
Dublin.

The right to ask the King for leave to 
appeal to the: Judicial. Committee of the 
Privy. Council, and His Majesty’s right to 
grant such leave, are enshrined in Article 
66 of the ‘Free State Constitution. -At the 
recent Imperial Conference in London the 
Free State delegation tried to secure the 
abolition of all Privy Council appeals, rely- 
ing on the statement in the report of the 
Imperial Conference of 1926. to the effect 
that the British Government had no desire 
to regulate the matter of such appeals 
otherwise than in accordance with the 
wishes of the inhabitants of every par- 
ticular Dominion, | 

When, however, the Free State delega- 
tion came to demand the abolition of the 
right to appeal, it was. argued by the 
British Government that Article 66 of the 
Constitution could not be expunged or 
amended without “an infringement of 
Article 2 of. the Anglo-Irish Treaty; and 
the Free State Constitution is based on the 
condition that none of its provisions shall 
be in any way repugnant to this instru- 
ment. Any constitutional clause that is 
repugnant to the Treaty becomes eo ipso 
null and void. , 

If the Free State Government decides to 
challenge the view of the British Govern- 
ment, and to expunge Article 66 from the 
Constitution by unilateral action, a con- 
stitutional issue of great importance will 
be precipitated. 


AN ANGLO-IRISH DISPUTE. 

If a dispute should arise between Dublin 
and London an even more interesting con- 
dition of affairs’would arise ; for the ques- 
tion would emerge: who is to decide which 
of the two parties is right? 

‘By its imcdtditional sigtfature of* the 
optional clause of The’Hague Statute the 
Free State Government has bound itself to 
submit every international dispute to The 
Hague Tribunal. The British Government, 
on the other hand, has made the distinct 
reservation, in which it is.supported by all 
the Dominions except the Free State, that 
domestir disputes between members of the 
British Commonwealth in-no circumstances 
will be taken to The Hague. 

At the recent Imperial Conference the 
principle of an Imperial Tribunal was 
adopted to meet cases of this kind, but in 
view of the Free State’s previous commit- 
ment to The Hague serious developments 
seem to be pending.

A NEW CONFERENCE. 

The people of the world are. looking to 
the statesmen not only to lift this burden 
from the nations, but by disarmament to 
show their confidence in peace, which they 
have guaranteed under the solemn declara- 
tion of the nations of the world 

I ‘believe that the next Naval Confer- 
ence, which will. certainly be held some 
time before 1936, will make further re- 
ductions in navies, and. I hope that 
a general Disarmament Conference will 
be called within a very _ short 
time, and that it will fulfil the hope of 
millions of people. Certainly a great. re- 
sponsibility rests upon statesmen of all 


the reduction of armaments, but to main- 
tain the confidence. of the world in the 
hope of an enduring peace. 


UNITED STATES AND PEACE | 


I have often heard it said that the United 
States is isolated and not interested in 
European affairs. I assure you this is not 
the case. There is no country more in- 
terested in peace than the United States of 
America; for war, wherever it may exist, 
is bound to affeet our people, and I am sure 
you will find the American Government 
always interested and using its influence to 
prevent any international conflict.

RARE OPPORTUNITY LOST.

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—It would be difficult, indeed, to 
imagine anything more utterly discredit- 
able to the House of Commons, and in par- 
ticular to the Conservative Party, than the 
fiasco of Wednesday’s debate. The most 
crying need of the country to-day is 
economy in public expenditure. There was 
a rare opportunity that evening for 
emphasising it on the motion of a private 
member, Sir John Davidson, who happens, 
moreover, to be a popular and highly re- 
spected Conservative. Yet it was barely 
possible to maintain a quorum, even during 
the mover’s speech, and at 8 o'clock ‘the 
House was actually counted out for lack 
of an audience of forty.. This was pre- 
cisely the hour, it may be added, at which 
Mr. Lloyd George—according to our Par- 
liamentary Correspondent—had accepted 
an invitation to dine with some of the 
young Conservative members, who are less 
enthusiastic about protection than most of 
their colleagues, while another Conserva- 
tive ex-Minister was penning a tribute to 
the courage—why courage?—of Sir Oswald 
Mosley in issuing his latest manifesto. 

The Times will hardly be accused of 
any rigid party ties; but it is impossible 
to avoid the conviction that the national 
interests would be betier served if those 
who profess to believe in certain prin- 
ciples of policy were to take the trouble 
to show that they are sincere about them, 
instead of perpetually scuttling round in 
search of coalitions. Public economy 
remains the most diffiicult—and for that 
reason, no doubt, the most neglected— 
issue in modern polities, which, so far, 
neither of the two proféessedly anti- 
Socialist parties have really attempted to 
take seriously. 

THE TAXPAYER'S CAUSE. 

Meanwhile,:im the absence of any 
effectiye opposition, the cause of the tax- 
payer is left to go by default. Pact or 
no pact, the incompetent footlers, so 
eloquently denounced last week by the 
Béile of the Liberal Party, appear to be 
assured, for the time being at least, of the 
essential support which will keep them in 
office without any check to the havoc they 
may be causing to the national finances. 
Sooner or lgter, the axe of economy will 
be forced into the hands of reluctant 
politicians ; but is it really necessary to 
wait helplessly till disaster actually waits 
upon the doorstep?

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


OLLOWING a run of withdrawals on 
branches of the Bank of the United 
States, notices to the effect that the institu- 
tion was in the hands of the State Bank- 
ing Department were posted at the main 
office and branches this morning. 

The Bank of the United States. is not 
in any way connected with the American 
Government. 

There had been rumours of trouble in 
the bank for several months, but the de- 
cision to close it was only reached by the 
State Superintendent of Banks. following 
a dramatic night-long conference with 
representatives of the greatest financial 
interests in New York City, with aggregate 
resources amounting to two thousand 
million sterling, and including such men 
as Thomas W. Lamont. of Messrs. 
Morgan’s; Mr. Charles E. Mitchell, of 
the National City Bank, and Mr. George 
Harrison. of the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

Immediately after the closing notice was 
posted on the doors the Superintendent of 
Banks announced that leading New York 
bankers had agreed to rally to the bank's 
aid- by granting a loan to the extent of 
50 per cent. of the net claims of de- 
posi tors. 

This means a loan of over twenty million 
sterling to stem the tide. 

There were thousands of anxious and 
distracted depositors assembled this morn- 
ing outside the various branches, and large 
forces of mounted and foot police were im 
attendance; but when it became known 
that the State had taken the bank over 
the excitement abated somewhat.

TAKING POSSESSION.

Bank of the United States, an institu: 
tion with deposits of 202,972,000 dollars 
(over £40,500,000) and with fifty-mine 
branches in New York City. Heavy with- 
drawals were reported last night at 
thirteen of the bank’s branches in the 
Bronx and Brooklyn, and it is, presum- 
ably, this which has prompted to-day’s 
closing. 3

suicide of the bank’s treasurer, while 
another bank has failed jn. Arkansas, 
where over eighty banks shut ‘down 
recently.

“NO CONFIDENCE” IN’ ' 
_ THE COMMISSION. 


A demand for the publication of the Grain 
Tribunal’s report was made yesterday at a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
Irish Grain Growers’ Association, held at 3 
St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin. 

A statement issued after the meeting says 
that the committee has . “no éonfidence in 
a Tariff Commission comprising persons 
chosén by one political party ” and the re- 
_ peated public pronouncemenis of the Govern- 

ment Party on the subject of agricultural 
tariffs. It would be a waste of time and 
money to make a case before the present 
Tariff Commission for a change of fiscal 
policy in respect of oats, bacon, barley, malt, 
eggs and flour. 
_ “Knowing the widespread demand for the 
imposition of tariffs on agricultural produce, 
the committee regret to notice the recently- 
published statement of the’ hostility to a 
tariff on agricultural produce under the 
name of the Irish Farmers’ Union, and con- 
sider such expressions of opinion unrepre- 
sentative of the farming industry and utterly 
uncalled for.”’ 

The committee consider that every means 
should be taken to induce farmers to produce 
on theirown farms the primary product, which 
constitutes the raw material of their beef, 
mutton, pork. milk, butter, etc. 

THE BUTTER TARIFF. 


Approving of the prohibitive tariff on. 


butter, the committee hope that it may be 
made permanent. This, they say, would 
benefit, not, only creamery, but hand-made 
butter, and, incidentally, ensure the main- 
tenance of the cow population. 

Pleading for a moderate tariff on bacon 
and pig products, to be followed by pro- 
hibition of imports as soon as the number 
of pigs shows signs of a permanent increase, 
the committee declares that the rural popula- 
tion ts forced to buy foreign bacon in order 
to supply their wants, while the production 
of. the pig to suit their own trade is dis- 
couraged. 

‘Every argument in favour of a tariff on 
butter can be advanced in favour of a tariff 
on bacon, with one essential difference—viz.. 
pigs are fattened in every parish, and 
creamery butter is produced mainly in four 
counties. We ask the Government to do for 
the pig feeding and breeding industry what 
it has done for the creamery industry, and 
te do it immediately.’ 

THE CASE OF WHEAT. 

“We appeal to the Government, when con- 
sidering the position of the flour milling in- 
dustry, to bear in mind that the Irish Grain 
Growers’ Association is prepared to plant 
50,000 acres of wheat the first year, or two 
acres for every. one grown at present, pro- 
vided the Irish millers will undertake to 
accept delivery of that quantity of milling 
quality wheat. ; 

“Further, with the co-operation of the 
plant-breeding division, the growers would 
undertake to increase the wheat area of 
Saorstat Eireann from 25,000 to 100,000 acres 
in four years without diminishing the areas 
under other essential tillage crops. 

“ We are prepared to pledge support to 
any scheme for the safeguarding of the flour- 
milling industry that includes provision for 
the home cultivation of wheat.”

There is no reason why turkeys or geese 

should not figure on the Christmas dinner 
table of every Irish householder. _ 
‘ Even now regular supplies are coming for- 
ward daily, and prices stand at a very mode- 
rate level. Reports from England state that 
turkeys will be “' easy” over there, while 
feeders in Ireland regard prices as rather low. 
The outstanding fact is that birds this year 
will be available at resonable prices. 

The ultimate strength or weaknéss of the 
market for Christmas poultry will depend 
upon the weather. For that reason breeders 
and feeders should dispose of finished birds 
without undue delay. If they keep back the 
bulk of their flock in the hope of a proble- 
niatical rise in values on Christmas Eve, they 
may spoil the market, and suffer substantial 
loss. 

NO FOREIGN BIRDS. 

One thing of which consumers may rest 
assured is that no foreign turkeys will find 
their way to Dublin, so that home-bred birds 
will have the home market all to themselves. 

Geese are not so plentiful as ‘nsual, 
although there is no serious shortage, but 
supplies have been somewhat limited since 
Michaelmas. 

HAM PRICES DOWN. 

Ham generally goes with turkey, and on 
inquiry at some of the principal business 
houses yesterday our Reporter discovered that 
the. price of this commodity, as compared 
with last vear; has fallen by ten per cent. 
Long cut Irish hams range from 1s. 6d. to 
2s 5d per lb., and other choice hams up to 
2s. 6d. (Gammon hams range from ls. 2d. to 
ls. 6d. per !b., according to size. 

Prepared plum puddings are about 20 per 
cent. cheaper than last year. Dried fruits, 
which go so largely towards the making of 
plum puddings, also show a reduction on last 
year’s prices. 

All sparkling wines are cheaper than last 
year. 

Cakes show verv little change, but home 
manufactured biscuits are slightly cheaper. 

Crvstallised fruits are somewhat dearer.

-AND “SWEEPS.” 


WILLING TO CONSIDER AN 
INQUIRY, 

_ The Home Secretary (Mr. J..R. Clynes) 
Is not unprepared to consider the best 
method of inquiring into the conditions 
and safeguards ‘which. would be necessary 
if lotteries were permitted in England as 
a means of raising money for public 
purposes, if he is confronted with: a 
genuine: demand on the subject. This 
assurance was given by Mr: Clynes in the 
course of replies to questions in the House 
of Commons yesterday: — 

Mr, Day (Labour, Southwark). asked 
the Home Secretary whether; in view of 
the present ‘condition of.the law on the 
subject of sweepstakes, lotteries and 
raffles, he would consider the appoint- 
ment of a committee for the purpose of 
recommending legislation with a view to 
clarifying the position. 

_ Mr. Clynes said that, under the exist- 
ing law, public lotteries, of whatever form, 
and whether promoted in Great Britain or 
not, were illegal, and while that was 
the case, the authorities had no other 
alternative than to carry out the law. 
Under the Customs Act, advertisements or 
notices of lotteries were contraband, and 
could be dealt with by whatever means 
were necessary. The sending of lottery 
tickets or advertisements of lotteries 
through the post was also prohibited, and 
letters suspected of containing correspond- 
ence might be opened. ' 

A QUESTION OF DEMAND. 

If, added Mr. Clynes, he was satisfied of 
the existence of any genuine demand that 
he should look into the question of setting 
up a committee to consider the conditions 
and safeguards which would be necessary 
and proper if lotteries were to be per- 
mitted as a means of raising money for 
public purposes, he would be prepared to 
vonsider what would be the best method 
of giving effect to such a demand. 

Mr. Day—Does the Home Secretary con- 
sider that raffles at bazaars, held for 
raising money for charitable and church 
purposes; are aiso illegal? i 

Mr. Clynes—I have tried to cover the 
general aspect of the guestion, and I hope 
that will be considered sufhcient for to- 
day. (Langhter.) 

Sir Nicholas Grattan Doyle (Conser- 
vative, Newcastle) thouglit that a bill 
to regulate the absurd position of the law 
at the present time would be. non- 
contentious. 

Lady Astor hoped that the Home 
Secretary would bear in mind the failure 
of the Betting Act. 

Mr. J. Hudson (Labour, Huddersfield) 
assured the Home Secretary that a con- 
siderable body of opinion was in favour 
of the action he had already taken, and 
he questioned the grounds for any con- 
siderable change in the law. 

Captain Gunston (Conservative, Thorn- 
bury)—Is the Home Secretary satisfied 
that he can enforce the present law? 

Mr. Clynes—We can only begin to 
enforce the law when facts are revealed to 
us.

There were black hseep, 
however, in every flock, and rapacity was 
not the attribute of moneylenders: alone. 

Another witness said that he welcomed the 
bill because it would have the effect of doing 
away with the women who made a practice 
of ‘‘ hawking ’’ from door to door. offering 
the loan of a shilling for threepence interest, 
or one popnd for three shillings and four- 
pence. ‘hese women were the cause of most 
of the trouble. 

Ine Chairman—These women cannot remain 
in the business if the interest is fixed at 50 
per cent? No, not even if it was fixed at 
100 per cent, but if you bring the interest 
below SQ per cent. you will put a large 
number of men who work in a small way, 
and who treat their customers decently and 
fairly, out of business. 

Mr. Briscoe asked witness if he had heard 
that.a Dublin moneylender had paid the large 
sum of £4C,000 for a moneylending business 
in Glasgow, in spite of the operation of the 
Act of Parliament there.

IMPROVEMENT OF

LICENSING OF BULLS. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRBSFONDENT. 
WHSTMINSTER, Thursday. 

A matter of interest to Irish agriculturists 
was discussed in the House of Lords this 
evening when Earl de la ‘Varr, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Agriculture, 
moved the second reading of a bill, the main 
object of which was to prevent the importa- 
tion of bulls which were not calculated to 
produce live and healthy stock. It was 
hoped in time, he said, to bring about a 
complete suppression of the scrub bull in this 
country. * Only last, year 1,400 bulls rejected 
for breeding purposes in Ireland had been 
imported into this country, and used, 

AN OBJECTION. 

Lord Banbury moved the rejection of the 
bill, which, he said, interfered with the 
liberty of the subject, and would create a 
host of new officials at a time when they 
ought to do everything to r-duce the number 
already in existence. 

Lord Kylsant supported the bill. He said 
that similar legislation in Ireland had been 
attended with extraordinarily satisfactory 
results. 

In the end Lord Banbury withdrew his 
motion, and the bill was read a second time. 

The Expiring Laws (Continuance) Bill was 
given a formal second reading, but Lord 
Hailsham, on behalf of the Opposition, inti- 
mated that in committée he would move 
to continue the Dye-stuffs Act for another 
year.

THE EDUCATION BILL, 


In.the Commons further consideration was 

iven to the Education Bill in Committee. 
Sajor Cadogan moved an amendment. on 
Clause 2 to give the Board of Education 
power to postpone the operation of the Act 
for a particular area, at the request of the 
local education authority, to a date not later 
than September, 1936. 

Sir Charles Trevelyan pointed out that the 
Government had already conceded a deJay of 
eighteen months, and that, in his opinion, 
was ample to enable the authorities to make 
all the necessary preparations, even in rural 
areas. 

On a division the amendment was rejected 
by 266 votes to 141. 

On the motion that, the clause stand part 
of the bill, Mr. Savey declared that the 
Minister was acting, not as an educational 
reformer, but as a political dragoon. 

Sir C, Marks Trevelyan said that the only 
difference between the Government and the 
Opposition was that the former were prophetic 
with hope and the latter were prophetic with 
anxiety. hous 

The clause was carried, on a division, by 
274 votes to 144. 

Lord Eustace Percy moved a new clause, 
to provide that a local Education Authority 
should have power to exempt children over 
14 years of age from attendance at school, 
lif it could be proved that they had the offer 
of good employment at reasonable wages, but 
it was a condition of such exemption that 
they should be given part-time courses of in- 
struction. 

Sir Charles Trevelyan pointed out that the 
amendment was incompatible with the prin- 
ciple of the bill. 

Mr. Tinker (Labour), who also opposed the 
amendment, said that the reason “why rural 
areas mostly voted Conservative was that 
they had not had the chance of a thorough 
education. (Laughter.) 

The clause was rejected by 260 votes to 11. 

The first schedule of the bill having been 
passed,. progress was reported. 

The Consolidated Fund Bill was brought 


in and read a first time, and the Unemploy- |

The Manton 
stable is responsible for Mr. W. M. Cazalet’s 
Moyresque, winner of the Nottingham Spring 
Handicap, the Durdans Handicap at Epsom. 
and the London Cup at Alexandra Park last 
season; “and another who is certain to be 
fairly high in the handicap is The Masher, 
who ete himself to be a tip-top three-year- 


old this year. 
EARLY FANCY. 

Sir Mathew Wilson’s Arctic Light, who 
finished fourth in the Lincolnshire Handicap 
last March, and subsequently won the Ling- 
field Handicap, and later on ran fifth in the 
Cesarewitch, may again claim support if at al] 
leniently treated, whilst. the North colt, 
Heronslea, has already been spoken of in con- 
nection with the race. Heronslea showed him- 
self a good colt last season by winning the 
ne Cup at Liverpool and the Ayr Gold 

up. . 

Mr. Sol Joel, who has a particular liking 
for the race, is represented by Fleeting 
Memory, who, in spite of the fact that he 
failed to win a race last season, should be 
suited by this fast track. Others who will 
claim attention for the race are Lord 
Glanely’s Wokingham Stakes winner;.Grand- 
master, and Lord Derby’s Caerleon. who his 
not been seen in public since last May, but 
who is a high-class colt, as he proved by his 
defeat of Paradine, .Stingo and others in the 
Union Jack Stakes at Liverpool last March. 
Not a single three years old has been 
entered for the Lincolnshire, but those who 
pin their faith to horses fit from hurdling 
will be able to choose from Midlothian.

THE LIVERPOOL CUP. 
The Liverpool Spring Cup entry of 33 is 
five less than in‘last season’s race. The 
most interesting entry here is the American 
colt Yarn II., owned by the popular American 
sportsman, Mr, A. C. Bostwick, .who has 
been more than ordinarily successful as an 
amateur rider in this country. Mr. Anthony 
de Rothschild’s Alight and Mr. Edward 
Esmond's Larking, who were .respectively 
first and second in the Liverpool Spring Cup 
last March. should claim considerable atten- 
tion when the weights are published, as also 
should Mr. W. M. G. Singer’s Lucky Tor, a 
most improved horse, who last season won 
the City and Suburban Handicap and the 
Kempton Park Great ‘‘Jubilee.”’ ‘The con- 
sistent Six Wheeler crops up here, and is 
sure of a following; + whilst Major Court- 
auld’s Osiris, who has shown his partiality 
for the track by winning the Earl of Sefton’s 
Handicap here last March has genuine claitns. 
The Kempton Park Executive have been 
fortunate with their new race, the Roseberv 
Stakes, a handicap over the. ‘‘ Jubilee ’’ 


to a sweepstakes. It has obtained a really 
excellent entrv, which includes Lady Helen 
McCalmont’s Empire Builder, Lord Woolav- 
ington’s Ghost Train, and M. J. Wittouck’s 
Duke of York Handicap and Liverpool 
Autumn Cup winner, Hot Bun. 

Another entry whose claims will be the 
subject of considerable discussion is Sir 
Hugo Hirst’s Diolite. This colt won the 
Two Thousand Guineas, but failed to gtay the 
distance of the Derby. He was unsuccessful 
also in the St. Leger and Champion Stakes, 
but he is such a ‘‘class’’ colt that it will be 
difficult to handicap him out of a race of this 
description. more especially as this is not a 
difficult mile and a quarter. 

THE ASCOT GOLD CUP. 

As usual, the valuable Ascot Gold Cup has 
attracted an entry which includes most of the 
best stayers in England and France, and the 
international character of the race is further 
emphasised by the presence of the American 
colt, Yarn I]., the Australian horse, Strephon 
II., and the Irish colt, Sol de Terre. Lord 
Derby, who won the race last year with Bos- 
worth, is now unrepresented, and the best of 
the “ home ” contingent should be Lord Rose 
bery’s The Bastard, although H.H. Aga Khan 
has a very strong hand with the Eclipse

THE POSITION OF TRAQ, 


QUESTION OF MANDATE, 
From REvUTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Thursday: 

Although the report of the November 
session of the Mandates Commission is 
strictly confidential, and will only be pub- 
lished at the meeting of the League 
Council in January, it is learned here that 
as regards Iraq the Commission will not 
be called upon to decide whether Iraq is 
ht or not for admittance to membership 
of the League of Nations. This depends 
solely upon the mandatory Power. _More- 
over, the matter will be further considered 
at the June session of the Commission in 
connection with a request from the League 
Council for the views of the Commission 
on the termination of a mandate. 

At the sitting of the Commission on 
November 11 last all the questions con- 
sidered were with due reference to the 
possibility of the termination of the Iraq 
mandate in 1932, and there is good reason 
to believe that the Commission 18 satis- 
fied with the explanations of the repre- 
sentatixe of the mandatory Power.

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CABLE COMPANIES CONCESSION TO 
CHINA. 
The first concrete results of eight, months’ 
negotiations between the Chinse Government 
and the foreign cable companies, the Fastern 
Extension, the Great Northern and the (om- 
mercial Pacific Companies, whose contracts 
with China expire at the end of this year, 
were attained to-day. Representatives of the 
Eastern Extension and the Great Northern 
Companieg agreed to the transfer to China as 
from December 24 the control of the Shanghai- 
Chefoo-Taku (Tientsin) submarine cable, which 
since its inauguration in 1901 has remained 
under the complete control of these two 
foreign countries. Last Thursday the spokes: 
man of the Chinese: Ministry of Communicd- 
tions stated that the issues being discussed 
between the Government and the cable com- 
pamies were:—(l) Landing right; (2) the 
future interests of the companies in China; 
and, lastly, cable rates. The spokesman said 
that the cable companies desired a twenty- 
year extension of their monopoly of landing 
rights. The Chinese Government could not 
agree to this, though it was willing to discuss 
a shorter period. The Chinese Government 
insists that the Chinese.Telegraph Administra- 
tion must handle ali incoming and outgoing 
traffic in China, to which the companies 
object on the ground that the Chinese Ad- 
ministration would unduly favour the new 
Chinese-ownéd radio station in Shanghai. The 
Chinese Government’s reply on this latter 
point was that it appreciated the importance 
of the cables and would protect the com- 
panies’ interests. Representatives of the 
Great Northern and the Eastern Extension 
Cable Companies told Reuter’s representative 
that there was no question whatever of a 
monopoly of landing rights for cables being 
included in the new arrangements now under 
discussion. The monopoly they had enjoyed 
hitherto was due to expire at the end of this 
year, and several years ago the companies 
officially informed the Chinese Government 
that they did not desire the renewal of such 
rights. 


SUGAR PRICES. 

Ihe report of the Statistical Committee 
appointed by the International Sugar Con- 
ference in Brussels shows, it ig announced, 
that the quantities of sugar available for ex- 
port from European countries for the 1930/31 
season totals 2,148,000 tons, while the net 
exports for the 1929/1920 season were 1,445,000 
tons. European’ exporting countries have, 
therefore, at the present moment available for 
export during the 1930/31 season nearly 
750,000 tong more than for the season 1929/20. 
After having considered the details of the re- 
port at its meeting this morning, and duly 
taken cognisance of the report, the first Com- 
mittee of the Conference, at which eight 
countries are represented, heard the views of 
the various delegations. The Secretariat of 
the Conference has sent telegrams asking that 
the producers of the Dominican Republic and 
of Cuba ‘shall be officially represented at the 
Conference.
